CANADA'S WAR ECONOMY 


Canada enters the seventh month 
of war well equipped to stand the eco- 
nomic strain. In the coming fiscal 
year, it is expected that the war will 
cost Canada around $500,000,000. 
Heavy as this burden will be, it 
amounts to only about 12 per cent. of 
Canada's national income, estimated 
at $4,100,000,000. 

Compare the figures for 
Britain and Germany. 

Britain's war expenditure now calls

for about 29 per cent. of the estimat- 
ed national income. Germany’s war 
expediture is around 40 per cent. of 
the estimated national income. 

Which means that unless Germany 
ean increase her national income 
(which is improbable) she cannot 
largely increase her war expenditure 
without making heavy inroads on a 
standard of living already below that 
of the Allied countries.
